Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I was  appointed  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  following 
the  retirement  of  Dr,  Higgles  on  1st  April,  1970*  I have 
the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  1970*  The  report  follows  the  lines 
of  previous  reports. 

The  Birth  Rate  as  adjusted  by  the  comparability  factor 
was  15.2  compared  to  16.0  for  England  and  Wales.  There 
were  no  infant  deaths.  The  General  Mortality  rate  (adjusted) 
was  15.0  compared  with  11.7  for  England  and  Wales.  I have 
no  comments  on  these  figures. 

One  Hundred  and  seventy-eight  cases  of  infectious 
diseases  were  notified,  177  of  these  being  measles. 
Immunisation  against  measles  is  now  being  offered  to  all 
children.  It  is  hoped  that  this  will  reduce  the  number  of 
cases  of  measles  in  future.  One  case  of  paratyphoid  fever 
was  also  notified. 

The  water  supply  authority  for  the  district  is  the 
Northallerton  and  The  Dales  Water  Board. 

Throughout  the  year,  routine  bacteriological  samples 
were  taken  by  the  Board  and  examined  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service.

The  rear  of  premises  refuse  collection  at  a seven  day 
interval  was  maintained  for  the  greater  part  of  the  year.  Some 
dislocation  arose  due  to  snow  and  sickness.  Some  parts  of  the 
area  still  have  a monthly  collection  and  some  isolated  farms 
and  houses  have  no  service  at  all.  I am  grateful,  as  always, 
to  Sedbergh  Rural  District  Council  who  continue  to  collect  from 
certain  houses  in  the  Western  part  of  the  District. 

No  improvement  has  been  made  in  control  of  the  Council rs 
tips,  insufficient  time  is  spent  on  the  tips  and  the  absence  of 
suitable  covering  material  together  with  the  increasing  amount 
of  plastic  and  paper  in  the  refuse  makes  the  tips  most  unsightly* 
It  has  not  been  possible  to  control  the  unauthorised  use  of  the 
Aysgarth  and  Askrigg  tips,  due  to  their  remoteness,  an  increasing 
number  of  vehicle  bodies  find  their  way  onto  these  tips  and  are 
always  dumped  just  where  they  cause  the  maximum  inconvenience. 
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Bacteriological  Examination  of  Water  Supplies. 

66  samples  of  water  were  examined  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service,  39  were  reported  satisfactory.  Ho  samples 
were  submitted  for  chemical  examination.

NORTHALLERTON  AND  THE  DALES WATER  BOARD. 

The  Fossdale  supply  was  brought  into  use  during  the  year  and 
work  continues  on  the  extension  of  the  mains  system  to  the 
villages  of  Burtersett  and  to  the  houses  and  hamlets  East  of 
Askrigg.  Nine  of  the  unsatisfactory  samples  were  of  water  prior 
to  chlorination,  seven  were  from  untreated  supplies,  the 
remaining  twenty  three  were  from  supplies  chlorinated  by  drip 
feed,  this  method  of  chlorination  will  soon  be  replaced  by  a more 
sophisticated  method  which  should  give  better  results. 

No  major  shortage  of  water  occurred  during  the  year  in  spite 
of  increased  demand. 

No  chemical  analysis  of  the  water  supply  has  been  carried  out 
for  some  tine.  It  is  known  that  there  is  very  little  lead  pipe 
used  in  the  district,  in  fact  I do  not  know  of  a dwelling  in  the 
district  where  I could  take  a sample  to  submit  for  an  examination 
to  see  if  the  water  showed  evidence  of  plumbo-solvency .

The  4-39  animals  were  all  killed  in  the  one  private  slaughter- 
house in  the  district*  The  standard  of  hygiene  remained  good  and 
the  owner  continued  to  observe  his  obligation  to  notify  slaughter. 
All  the  animals  were  young  and  in  prime  condition, there  is  a I16101 
nearby  where  animals  can  be  kept  and  rested  before  fasting  and 
slaughter,  the  meat  from  this  source  is  always  high  quality. 


It  will  be  seen  that  two  pigs  had  tuberculosis  lesions,  the 
disease  was  confined  to  the  organs  involved,  this  condition  is 
very  rarelyseen  in  food  animals  now-a-days,  whereas  a few  years 
ago  it  was  common. 

In  my  absence  neat  inspection  is  carried  out  by  Mr.  Robert 
Seeds  of  Leyburn  to  whom  I am  most  grateful.

The  Council  continued  to  nake  charges  for  the  reception  into 
their  sewers  of  farm  effluent  and  no  revision  of  the  charge  was 
made . 


Not  much  progress  was  made  towards  the  reconstruction  of  the 
Hawes  and  Gayle  sewage  disposal  works.  A visit  was  made  to  the 
Ministry  to  discuss  the  proposals  and  to  investigate  the  possibil- 
ity of  grant  assistance , no  assistance  is  available  under  the 
Rural  Water  Supplies  & Sewerage  Acts  but  there  is  a possibility  of 
a grant  under  the  Industrial  Employment  Act.  A night  survey  of  the 

sewers  was  made  at  the  request  of  the  Ministry  to  determine  the

The  number  of  unfit  houses  in  the  District  which  are  regarded 
as  being  unfit  and  incapable  of  being  made  fit  was  4?  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year,  this  was  reduced  to  41  during  the  year. 

Housing  (Financial  Provi ffions)  Act  ] 958  and  The  House  Purchase 
and  Housing  Act,  1999  and  3 969  * 

The  Council  offered  15  discretionery  grants  amounting  to 
£8,606,  3 of  these  grants  were  in  respect  of  conversions  which 
will  provide  5 dwellings , 9 Standard  grants  were  offered,  the 

possible  maximum  of  £1,850  included  three  to  the  higher  limit, 
£9,012  was  paid  in  respect  of  11  improvement  grants  which  include 
three  conversions  into  dwellings,  £4,236  was  paid  in  respect  of 
24  Standard  grants.  Almost  all  the  standard  grants  were 
concerned  with  providing  bathrooms  where  previously  none  had 
existed  and  in  eight  of  the  houses  water  closets  with  septic  tank 
drainage  were  provided  in  lieu  of  dry  closets.

Plans  were  prepared  for  four  three  bedroom  houses  at  Askrigg. 
An  unfit  house  at  Norton  was  purchased  and  made  fit  with  grant 
assistance .
